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We are quite prepared, should occasion call for it, to 
prove the correctness of our report of a conversation 
with Mr. D. R. Burhans, but it is not necessary that 
we should do so. The purpose of our statement was to 
show that Mr. Burhans’ statement as to the circulation 
of the “Army and Navy Register” was worthless. As to 
this the publisher of the “Register” agrees with us, as 
is shown by an affidavit, of which the following is an 


extract: 
“Washington, D. C., Nov. 29, 1893. 


“To the Publisher of the American Newspaper Directory: 
(Extract.) 

“The statement signed by D. R. Burhans is not correct. 
nor did he have authority to sign it. He is no longer in 
our employ, having been discharged for Yours very 
truly, (Signed) L. L. THOMPSON, Publisher. 

“Sworn to before me at Washington, D. C., this 29th day 
of November, A. D. 1893.” 


As the publisher of the “Register” agrees with us as 
to the value of Mr. Burhans’ affidavits, there is no issue 
between us so far as concerns this. It would appear to 
be time, however, for him to call some other witness. 

Mr. Burhans’ denial of our statement that he made 
the statement referred to above at the request of the pub- 
lisher of the “Register’’ would indicate that he is in the 
habit of making such affidavits solely for his own amuse- 
ment. The original of the above affidavit, and that of 
Mr. Burhans, can be seen by applying to Messrs. G. P. 
Rowell & Co., No. 10 Spruce street, New York. We 
omit the reason given for Mr. Burhans’ discharge be- 
cause it is slanderous, if untrue. If discharged he was 
evidently reinstated. 

An affidavit clerk is as important a part of some news- 








lishment during the war. Advertising agencies which 
make a business of deciding as to the circulation of 
newspapers, with reference to their value for advertis- 
ing, accept affidavits as a proof of circulation. Hence 
the importance of determining the value of such affi- 
davits in a given instance. Where several affidavits 
coming from the same newspaper are contradictory they 
are evidently valueless and may possibly subject some 
of their authors to the penalties for false swearing. 


TELEPHONING THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


The Washington “Star” tells of a crank from an Old 
Soldiers’ Home who sought to open his budget of com- 
plaints to one of the clerks in the Post Office Depart- 
ment who had been pointed out as the proper person to 
receive them. After listening to his disjointed utter- 
ances for a moment the clerk wheeled around in his 
chair and said: 

“My friend, I am not the proper person to come to 
with such a complaint. I am-——” 

“Yes you are,” interrupted the crank: “The man out 
in the hall told me you were just the one to fix things 
for me,” and he continued with a long string of griev- 
ances, until the clerk, who was quite busy, stopped him 
with the remark: 

“I can give you no relief for your troubles; you should 
go to the War Department,” and, concluding that his 
troublesome visitor was a crank of the first water, he 
continued: “Come around here and sit down, and I'll 
connect you by telephone with the Secretary of War. 
That will save you the trouble of going up to his office 
through the hot sun and waiting a long time for an au- 
dience.” 

The clerk seated the crank at a little table behind the 
high-backed desk, then, going around beside his own 
chair, he uncoupled from the gas jet the long tube which 


over the high back, he placed the end in the hands of 
the complainant and remarked: 

“There you are. That pe you in direct connection 
with the retary himself. Talk to him all you want 


to. 

And he did talk to the Secretary for a fuil hour, to the 
great amusement of the clerks in the room. Finally 
after he had relieved himself of a big batch of com. 
plaints, he laid down the “telephone” with a sigh of sat. 
isfaction, and as he took his hat to go, said to the clerk: 

“Some one ought to notify the War Department that 
there is a big leakage of gas somewhere up there.”

_Gen. Dragomiroff has expressed his dissent from the 
views of some English officers who praised the French 
regiments of the line, but thought less of the cavalry, 
Fine, big horses, says the General, may be no good at 
all for cavalry purposes. It is a mistake to require big 
men and massive horses; both want plenty of food and 
at regular times. Mettlesome little men and horses are 
incomparably better for all present day purposes. Who 
wants them now to charge squares?

The General declares 
the enduring little French linesman, who marches four. 
teen hou rs at a stretch, to be “the most delightful be- 
ing that ever was.” ‘Tears often sprang to his eyes as 
he saw with what spirit and cheerful temper he bore up

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DECISION IN THE ARMES CASE. 


We give here the decision of Judge Bradley, of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, omitting the 
preliminary statements of the facts in the case, which 
have already been presented here: 

“The petitioner is a retired officer, and as such, by 
section 1256 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, he is ‘subject to the rules and articles of war, 
and to trial by general court martial for any breach 
thereof.’ These rules and articles of war are not all ap- 
plicable to a retired officer, and, necessarily, the recited 
provision of statute should be interpreted as if it read, 
‘Retired officers shall be subjected to such rules and 
articles of war as apply to their condition.’ His status 
is fixed by sections 1255, 1256, 1259 and 1274 of the Re- 
yised Statutes of the United States. Of the 1,861 regu- 
lations for the Army, published in 1889 by the Secretary 
of War, the only one that imposes a duty upon a retired 
officer appears to be No. 899, which provides that ‘Every 
officer on the retired list will, unless specially exempted, 
report his address monthly to the Adjutant General.’ 

“The Constitution of the United States, article 2, sec- 
tion 2, clause 1, constitutes the President commander- 
in-chief of the Army and Navy. Officers of the Army 
on the retired list are enumerated as an element of the 
Army of the United States by section 1094 of the Re- 
yised Statutes of the United States. 

“It follows, therefore, that the President is command- 
er-in-chief of the officers of the Army on the retired list. 
This function of the Chief Executive, however, is unac- 
companied by harrowing care or weighty responsibility, 
for while he may assign a very limited number to duty 
at the Soldiers’ Home, and, through the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office, ascertain whether retired officers make 
monthly report of their address, it is beyond his power 
to assign them to other duty because of the statutory 
inhibition. His title of Commander-in-Chief, so far as it 
relates to them, as he is shorn of all power to impose 
ties, appears to be an empty name. 

“The return claims that the President is the com- 
manding officer of the petitioner, because commander-in- 
chief of the Army, and that Gen. Schofield on Sept. 27, 
as Acting Secretary of War, was his organ and repre- 
sentative in his capacity as Armes’s commander-in-chief 
and commanding officer, that therefore, when this of- 
fending letter, addressed to him as ‘Gen. Schofield, U. 
S. A.,’ was read by him in his own office he deemed that 
the offense specified in the return was committed in his 
presence and within his personal knowledge as Acting 
Secretary of War. Whether this metaphysical problem 
can be demonstrated and the position assumed main- 
tained need not be now determined. The legal repre- 
sentatives of the War Department disclaimed at the 
hearing any attempt to derive authority for the arrest 
and detention of the petitioner from article 24 of the 
articles of war, which authorizes all officers to queli 
quarrels, frays and disorders, and to order officers into 
arrest, and he relied solely upon article 65, which reads: 
‘Officers charged with crime shall be arrested and con- 
fined to their barracks, quarters or tents and deprived 
of their swords by the commanding officer. And any 
officer who leaves his confinement before he is set at lib- 
erty by his commanding officer shall be dismissed from 
the service.’ 

“These two are the only articles of war that relate to 
the arrest and confinement of officers. 

“For the petitioner it is asserted that no charge of any 
kind was preferred against him at the time of the ar- 
rest; that no charge of crime has been made since then; 
that for the offense embodied in the charges and specifi- 
cations appended to the return no arrest was necessary, 
and that the arrest and confinement were unlawful and 
oppressive. In behalf of the custody of the petitioner 


it is claimed that an officer of the Army may be arrested 
and confined without charge expressed or preferred in 
any form; that it is only necessary that he be served 
with a copy of the charges upon which he is to be tried 
within eight days after he is arrested, and meantime he 
has no right to be informed of the occasion of arrest; 
that the word crime as used includes every offense, how- 
ever trivial, for which an officer may be tried by court 
martial; that inasmuch as a retired officer is not in bar- 
racks, quarters or tents, he can be arrested and confined 
in some quarters or tents in the discretion of the officer 
ordering the arrest; that this arrest was made for the 
purpose of trial, and was essential as a preliminary step 
to such trial. 

“It may be that where the penalty for the offense 
charged is or may be imprisonment, or death, that ar- 
rest is a requisite preliminary step, for the penalty deals 
with the body of the offender, but where the penalty is 
reprimand, fine, or dismissal from the service, arrest and 
confinement would appear to be useless and non-essen- 
tial. Custody is not essential to trial by court martial. 
Army regulation No. 1025 makes the sentence of con- 
finement operative from the date of its promulgation in 
orders, ‘if the person sentenced be then in custody,’ and 
recognizes the power to try and sentence to imprison- 
ment a person not in custody. One of the formulated 
charges against the petitioner is conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. The penalty for this offense, 
under article of war No. 61, is dismissal from the serv- 
ice. Custody would not be essential to the imposition 
of sentence. The other charge formulated is conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and military discipline, 
which, under article No. 62, may be punished at the dis- 
cretion of the court martial, and under this there is no 
‘apparent necessity for arrest or custody. As to this 
charge, although it is possible to make it, and it is one 
of which a court martial has jurisdiction, it would ap- 
pear to be idle to make it against an officer having no 
command or authority, who is not engaged in, or asso- 
ciated with, active service, who is not subject to order, 
or command, and to whom discipline does not apply. 
But that is a matter for the court martial to decide. 
“Both charges are based upon the letter of Sept. 27 to 
( ren. Schofield. This was a personal and a private com- 
munication to that officer. It makes grave charges of 
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persecution, injustice, wrong, and unjust and improper 
official action by Gen. Schofield to the petitioner. If 
these charges were true, would their making be conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, or conduct preju- 
dicial to good order and military discipline? If the pe- 
titioner believed or thought that they were founded, 
would it be such conduct? 

(Articles 29 and 30, A. R., are here quoted.) 

“Is it possible that an officer in active service may law- 
fully ook redress from the commanding officer of his regi- 
ment, who he thinks has wronged him, and that a common 
soldier may lawfully complain of an officer if he thinks 
himself wronged by him, but a retired officer, out of active 
service, engaged in the pursuits of civil life, cannot com- 

lain to the General commanding the Army of wrongs that 
he thinks or believes that General has inflicted upon him, 
without being subjected to summary arrest and Incarcera- 
tion and ultimate trial by court martial? If so, then there 
is a rigid unwritten discrimination against such an officer 
that should receive early attention and righting from our 
national legislature. 

“T am satisfied that the words ‘charged with crime’ in 
article No. 65 were accurately used by Congress—that to 
justify an arrest and confinement there must be an ante- 
eedent charge of a definite offense made by some one, in 
some form, oral or written, and that an arrest and confine- 
ment without such charge is unlawful. No charge of any 
kind was made. I am also satisfied that the word ‘crime’ 
does not include minor offenses, disorders and neglects. Ar- 
ticles of war Nos. 57, 58 and 60 relate to specific crimes, and 
article No. 62 uses this language: ‘All crimes not capital 
and all disorders and neglects which officers and soldiers 
may be guilty of,’ thereby indicating the discriminating 
use of the word ‘crime’ in article No. 65. Can it be claimed 
reasonably that the offenses specified in the charges pre- 
ferred against the petitioner are crimes in the sense in 
which the word is apparently used? 

“With reference to the character of the arrest and con- 
finement, and as indicating the proper interpretation of the 
terms used, it may be well to quote Army regulations Nos. 
990 and 991, as follows: ‘909. Commanding officers alone 
have power to place officers in arrest, except as provided in 
the twenty-fourth article of war. 

“991. An arrest may be imposed by the order of the 
commanding officer, given by him, in person, or conveyed 
through his staff officer, either orally or in writing. The 
officer upen whom it is imposed will repair at once to his 
tent or quarters and confine himself to the same until more 
extended limits have been granted.’ 

“If it be conceded that his arrest and confinement were 
not by the order of Gen. Schofield as Lieutenant General, 
but were by his order as Acting Secretary of War, there- 
fore, by the order of the President, and that the President 
is the commanding officer of the petitioner, although with- 
out power to assign him to any duty, yet it does not ap- 
pear that the petitioner, living quietly at his residence 
in this District, having no barracks or tent, but found 
within his quarters, if he can be said to have 
quarters, in violation of Army regulation No. 991, 
which prescribes the manner in which arrest and 
confinement may be imposed, and in violation of article No. 
&, without the existence of the slightest necessity for 
either arrest or confinement, or any occasion therefor ex- 
cept the gratification of a personal feeling that apparently 
inspired the issuance of the order, was taken into custody 
by an officer with a file of soldiers and carried to Wash- 
ington Barracks under the order which required him to be 
held in close arrest under guard, if necessary. 

“If he were liable at all to arrest and confinement, the 
only arrest and confinement that could be lawfully im- 
posed would be such as is prescribed by the article of 
war and the regulations quoted. 

“Regulation No. 992, providing for larger limits than the 
tent or quarters, In the discretion of the commanding offi- 
cer in case of arrest, uses this language: « ‘Close confine- 
ment will not be enforced except in cases of a serious 
nature.’ 

“Under the caption. Military Discipline, regulations Nos. 
2 and 3, appear worthy of quotation in this connection: 

“2. Military authority will be exercised with firmness, 
kindness and justice. Punishments must conform to law. 
and follow the offense as promptly as circumstances will 
permit. 

“3. Superiors are forbidden to injure those under them 
by tyrannical or capricious conduct, or by abusive lan- 
guage.’ 

“Being of opinion that the arrest and taking of the peti- 
tioner into custody, carrying him away from his home quar- 
ters to barracks not his own, and holding him in close 
arrest without any antecedent charge of crime preferred in 
any way against him, was and is unjust, unlawful, arbi- 
trary. ‘tyrannical’ and ‘capricious’ on the part of Gen. 
Schofield in whatever capacity he acted, whether acting as 
Lieutenant General or acting as Acting Secretary of War. 
— ee the petitioner is entitled to be discharged, it Is so 
ordered.”’ 


In objecting to the arrest of Capt. Armes because he 
was not, as usual, ordered to his quarters on arrest, it 
seems to us that Judge Bradley overlooks the important 
fact that this is regarded as sufficient in the military 
service, because an officer within the military lines is 
all the time under restraint. This was not the case 
with Capt. Armes, and the offense with which he was 
charged being, from the military point of view, a seri- 
ous one, he was ordered to be taken where he could be 
restrained. This was precisely the course Judge Brad- 
ley would have followed in the case of a civilian brought 
before him charged with an offense involving serious 
punishment. It he could not furnish sufficient bail 
would he not have been held for trial? This was 
what the Acting Secretary of War did in the case of 
Armes. That a man should be restrained of his liberty 
because he is charged with an offense is always a hard- 
ship, but it is a hardship to which civilian judges are in 
the habit of subjecting accused persons, many of whom 
are proven to be guiltless. The difficulty is that offenses 
such as desertion and insubordination, which strike at 
the root of Army discipline, and in the Army code rank 
accordingly, are considered by civilians too trivial to re- 
quire any more than the lightest punishment, if that. 

Jude Bradley seems to have entirely lost sight of the 
fact that an Army officer loses certain civil rights by 
entering the Army at all. 





Our information concerning the Kirkman court mar- 
tial at Fort Leavenworth is to the effect that the court 
was ordered to sit with doors closed to the public. The 
accused requested the presence of his wife, son and 
daughter, which was granted after a consultation in se- 
cret session. Into this consultation the Judge Advocate 
was called to give his opinion as to whether it would be 
a violation of orders to grant the request. He answered 
“No.” Assuming that there was nothing the accused 
would care to discuss, the Judge Advocate omitted to 
inform the court that his opinion should have been given 
in open court. Subsequently the accused asked that 
Mrs. Kirkman be allowed to testify. To this no objec- 
tion was made by the Judge Advocate, but when called 
into secret session he again omitted to call attention to 





the fact that the statute requires that the Judge Advo- 
cate should be excluded from a secret session, and that 
his legal advice should be given in open court. No ob- 
jection was made to this irregularity by the counsel for 
the accused until the evidence was all in and the case 
was ready to go to the court. This plain statement of 
facts show how far wrong are those who are accusing 
this court of acting in a high handed and arbitrary 
manner. The technical error resulted from a disposi- 
tion on the part of the Judge Advocate to oblige the ac- 
cused. Had he and his counsel been present when their 
requests were considered it is difficult to see what they 
could have accomplished beyond securing the favor they 
asked, and this was granted them as it was. But 
irregularities there were and Gen. Merritt has deter- 
mined the matter wisely by ordering a new court. 


We have received the very courteous letter which fol- 
lows from Lieut. Gen. Schofield, U. 8S. A., who so long 
and so acceptably filled the position of the senior officer 
of the Army commanding. The Lieutenant General car- 
ries with him into his retirement from active service the 
best wishes of all who know him.

Capt. Charles Shaler, principal assistant to Brig. Gen. 
Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, is engaged in preparing for 
the coming examination of applicants for ordnance ser- 
geantships.

Several plans are being 
considered and one will probably be decided upon with- 
in a few days. It is possible that the examination may 
be held in December instead of January, as was at first 
reported, 


The daily press would have it this week that Madison 
Barracks, Sackett’s Harbor, N. Y., is to be abandoned 
as a garrisoned post. There is no such intention; indeed, 
it is but recently the War Department has acquired, at 
considerable expense, a rifle range at Stony Point, with- 
in a few miles of the post. 


Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles has had his time taken up 
this week receiving Army officers and others who have 
called upon him to pay their respects. He has received 
a large number of congratulatory letters and telegrams 
and is very much pleased at the general gratification 
over his detail as Commanding General. 


The annual reports of the bureaus are now in thé 
hands of Secretaries Lamont and Herbert, who will use 
them in preparing their own reports. The most import- 
ant recommendations of last year are renewed. An in- 
crease of the Army will be asked for and more men and 
ships for the Navy, and an increase in the appropriation 
for the care and preservation of ships and navy yards. 
Among the recommendations for the Army are a re- 
mount depot; a law compelling civilian witnesses,to tes- 
tify before courts martial; improved quarters; the enact- 
ment of a law providing officers’ servants with rations 
in the field, and the abolition of retained pay. The 
Navy asks for an experimental tank, more engineer offi- 
cers and three more dry docks, at Boston, Norfolk and 
Mare Island. 





There has been considerable question for some years 
as to whether the service of an officer as a cadet at the 
Military Academy could be included in computing the 
length of service necessary to retire him under this law. 
The matter was referred to the Judge Advocate General 
for an opinion, and his views were concurred in by the 
Secretary of War. The syllabus of his decision, as con- 
tained in the circular of decisions published this week, 
is that “service as cadet at the United States Military 
Academy should be included in computing the thirty 
years’ service on which an officer may be reti under 
section 1243 of the Revised Statutes.” There are a 
number of officers in the service who would probably 
take advantage of this decision were not the retary 
known to be opposed to retiring officers under the thirty 
years’ service law. Several have filed applications for 
such retirement, but from present aqpeeusnes they will 
remain unacted upon, at least by the present head of 
the War Department. 


It can be stated on good authority that the War De- 
partment is figuring on the cost of several contemplated 
transfers of troops and if the state of the transporta- 
tion fund will permit they will be made. Outside of a 
few changes in the stations of companies, two regiments 
only, so far as now can be learned, are in danger of be- 
ing moved. These are the 15th Inf., stationed at Fort 
Sheridan, and the 4th Inf., stationed in the Department 
of Columbia. With the 15th Inf. it has been the old 
story of the “threatened live long,” for notwithstanding 
reports which have been in circulation for more than a 
year past concerning the transfer of that command it 
it still stationed in the neighborhood of Chicago. e 
new General commanding, however, apparently believes 
that the regiment has seen sufficient service at Fort 
Sheridan and intends transferring it to the West. The 
Quartermaster’s Department is understood to have been 
engaged in making a computation of the cost of the ex- 
change of the 15th with the 4th. It may be that the 
authorities will consider the expenditure too large and 
postpone the move until more money is available or un- 
til next spring, when they can expend the entire trans- 
portation fund without fear of an emergency between 
that time and July 1. The 4th has five companies sta- 
tioned at Fort Sherman, three at Fort Spokane and one 
at Boise Barracks, and if it is decided to relieve it by 
the 15th the companies of that regiment will be dis- 
tributed among those posts. 
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Surg. Gen. G. M. Sternberg, U. S. A., visited Willets 
Point, N. ¥. H., this week and made a thorough inspec- 
tion of the sanitary condition of the post, quarters, etc. 
lis reception, officially and socially, was all that could 
pe desired. Gen. Sternberg has returned to Washington.

Diebitsch was strolling up and down the sidewalk hold- 
ing by the hand pretty little Marie Peary, the “Arctic 
baby.” 

In his forthcoming annual report Engr.-in-Chief Mel- 
ville will again call attention to the fact that under ex- 
isting conditions the vessels are shorthanded of engineer 
officers, and they have to work overtime.

Norton to the European when Rear 
Adml. Kirkland is detached.

Robert Mallory Berry, U. S. N., was celebrated in St. 
Paul’s Church, Detroit, Oct. 9. Lieut. Comdr. Wins- 
low, U. 8S. N., was the groomsman, and Miss Elwood 
the maid of honor. Lieut. Comdr. Field was one of the 
ushers, After the ceremony a wedding breakfast was 
served at the home of the bride’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
George N. Brady. Comdr. and Mrs. Berry left then for 
Brooklyn, where they will make their home at the St. 
George Hotel. 

“Our Navy Old and New” was the subject of an im- 
promptu lecture delivered before the Missouri Com- 
mandery of the Loyal Legion Oct. 5 by Hon. J. R. 
Thomas, who during most of his ten years in Congress 
was Chairman of the Construction Committee, a sub- 
committee of the Committee on Naval Affairs, and who 
served during the Civil War. ‘The lecture was illus- 
trated by stereopticon views of men-of-war and of men 
active in rebuilding our Navy, including Adml. Worden, 
Capt. R. D. Evans, Chief Constr. Hichborn and Chief 
Ongr. John A. Tobin. 

Asst. Naval Constr. Henry Gerrish Smith was mar- 
ried in New York Oct. 9 to Miss Betty Bain Dent, a 
niece of Mrs. S. Grant. The ceremony was per- 
formed at the residence of Mrs. Charles A. Raymond. 
Asst. Naval Constr. Zahm was best man and among 
the ushers were Asst. Naval Constrs. H. G. Gilmor and 
R. P. Hobson. The groom was graduated with first 
honors from the Annapolis Naval College, as a result of 
which he became a successful candidate for the two 
years’ course at the Royal Naval College, England, from 
which he was graduated about one year ago. The 
bride’s father was the late Louis Dent, one of the first 
Supreme Court Judges of California. 


The delay in acting upon the report of naval examin- 
ing and retiring boards is causing some discontent. 
resident Cleveland is unusually conservative in the 
examination of papers, but perhaps he does not fully 
realize that delay in promotion may be interpreted as a 
reflection upon an otlicer. For example, Comdr. Lud- 
low was unanimously recommended by an examining 
board for promotion. ‘The President’s delay in acting 
upon this report has given rise to all kinds of reports, 
some of which are detrimental to the oflicer’s fitness for 
the grade of Captain, when there is no foundation for 
them. LDreparatory orders have been issued to him to 
command the Boston and he will go to that vessel when 
she is placed in commission next month, by which time 
it is believed that his case will be returned to the Navy 
Department with the Chief Executive’s approval. 


Rear Adml. Carpenter, commanding the Asiatic sta- 
tion, has been ordered by cable to detail a retiring board 
to examine Comdr. Francis M. Barber, Naval Attache 
of the United States to Pekin and Tokio, who had ap- 
plied for retirement. It is intimated that when retired 
Comdr. Barber will remain in the Kast and after recov- 
ering from his illness will represent some American 
manufacturing or shipbuilding firm in the Orient, or 
will, with the consent of the Government, take service 
with either China or Japan. Before his departure for 
Japan some months ago he is said to have had a flat- 
tering offer to represent a standard manufacturing firm 
in this country in securing contracts from the Japanese 
and Chinese Governments. It is extremely doubtful 
whether any other officer will be ordered to succeed 
Comdr. Barber as Naval Attache in Japan and China, His 
work in those countries was mainly in connection with 
the recent war and he has gathered practically all the 
information desired by the authorities concerning that 
struggle. ‘There is no apparent reason, therefore, why 
another officer should be detailed as his successor, and 
the impression generally prevails that the oflice will not 
be continued. 

Secretary Herbert is expected to dispose of the eourt 
martial case of Lieut. Col. James Forney, of the Marine 
Corps, immediately upon his return to Washington. The 
Navy Department has made public the findings of the 
court. Col. Forney was sentenced to be “reprimanded 
in general orders by the Secretary of the Navy.” Of 
the charge of falsehood he was found not guilty and 
none of the three specifications was proved. Of the 
charge of embezzlement he was also found not guilty, 
but the specification was proved in part as follows: “In 
that the said James Forney, a Colonel in the United 
States Marine Corps, being in command of the Marine 
Barracks at the Navy Yard, New York, and in such ca- 
pacity having in his possession certain public stores of 
the United States, including coal, furnished and held in- 
trusted to his charge for issue, did between the lst day 
of October, 1893, and March 6, 1895, in violation of said 
trust, applied to his own use and benefit more or less 
anthracite coal, a portion of the aforesaid stores, by us- 
ing the same for the purpose of heating his, the said 
Forney’s, private quarters at said barracks.” Lieut. Col. 
Forney was found not guilty of the third charge of 
making and using false papers and the specification was 
not proved. The court threw out the charge of inef- 
ficiency in the performance of duty and _ substituted 
therefor “neglect of duty,” of which the defendant was 
found guilty, and the specification of the original charge 
was proved in part. 

The detail of officers as the successors of Rear Adml. 
Kirkland, in command of the European station, and 
Rear Adml. Carpenter, in command of the Asiatic sta- 
tion, will be settled immediately upon the return of Sec- 
retary Herbert. Preparatory orders are then expected to 
issue to the officers selected for these billets. It is prac- 
tically settled that Commo. F. V. McNair will be as- 
signed to succeed Rear Adml. Carpenter. This will be 
Commo. MeNair’s first duty in command of a squadron, 
He will probably relieve Rear Adml. Kirkland early in 
January in order to give that officer ample opportunity 
to return and to be retired on United States soil. The 
command of the European station lies between two offi- 
cers—Commo. Thomas O. Selfridge and Acting Rear 
Adml. Charles 8S. Norton, now in command of the South 
Atlantic station. Both of these officers have filed formal 
applications for the command of this squadron. _ Secre- 
tary Herbert is said to be very much pleased with the 
way in which Acting Rear Admiral Norton accepted the 
command of the South Atlantic station and is consider- 
ing the advisability of transferring him to the European 
station. ‘There is already a precedent for such a course, 
Rear Adml. Kirkland having been transferred from the 
South Atlantic squadron to his present assignment. 
Commo. Selfridge is making a strong effort, however, to 
obtain the desirable command. But should Acting Rear 
Adml. Norton obtain it he will be ordered to duty m 
command of the South Atlantic station. 
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Mrs. Richara _ “Mulligan, wife of Lieut. Mulligan, U. 
S. N., assistant to Rear Adml. Ramsay, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, is still ill, much to the regret of 
her many friends. She is now in New York City and 
Lieut. Mulligan hopes that the change from New Eng- 
land will be beneficial.

‘The prisoners 
were safely landed the next morning on the mainland.

Judge Parker, of the New York Supreme Court, de- 
cides that property in the State of New York purchased 
with pension money is not subject to taxation. By the 
revised statutes all property exempt from execution is 
exempt from taxation, and a decision of the Court of 
Appeals holds that property purchased with pension 
money is exempt from execution, and by the code of 
civil procedure bounty and pension money is exempt 
from execution. 
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In answer to the statement that the Government is 
finding difficulty in enlisting men, Rear Adml. Ramsay, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, gives these figures: 
In 1892 4,515 men and 830 apprentices were enlisted. 
The same year 1,061 men and 1,460 boys who applied 
for entrance into the service were rejected. The follow- 
ing year 4,350 men and 646 apprentices were enlisted 
and 5,969 men and 1,177 boys were rejected. In 1894 a 
total of 15,318 persons applied for enlistment into the 
naval service, 6,318 more than the law then allowed. Of 
those making applications only 4,525, 561 of whom were 
apprentices, were enlisted. The figures for the last fis- 
cal year give equally as good a showing. ‘You can see,” 
said the Admiral, “that we can afford to be very partic- 
ular in making selections, and a man or boy, in order to 
get into the service, must be Al in every respect. We 
are now doing everything in our power to make the 
Navy strictly American, and in order to attain this re- 
sult we are enlisting men only who have the requisite 
physical qualifications and character and who can pro- 
duce evidence of their citizenship. We are obtaining 
large numbers of applications for enlistment, but unless 
the applicants are first-rate men we reject them. No 
advances are made to boarding house keepers for bring- 
ing men to receiving ships for enlistment, and any evi- 
dence of the crimping system is sufficient for the imme- 
diate rejection of the applicant. Strict orders have been 
issued to recruiting officers to in no way incur expense 
in enlisting men. In consequence all men in the Navy 
are there of their own free will, and every cent of their 
pay is delivered to them and not to any promoter of the 
‘crimping system.’ The men in the Navy are better 
treated and have lighter work than in any other service 
in the world. I have heard, and have good reasons for 
believing it to be true, that there is a great deal of 
harshness displayed in the merchant service toward the 
men. But that has nothing whatever to do with the 
Navy.” 


The entire personnel of the Military Information Di 
vision of the War Department, with the exception of 
one officer, has been changed by orders which were is- 
sued during last week. The Chief of the Division, 
Maj. J. B. Babcock, Adjt. Gen., will be relieved and 
will succeed Maj. W. P. Hall in charge of the Enlisted 
Men’s Division. 1st Lieut. J. Y. M. Blunt, 5th Cav., 
has been ordered to rejoin his regiment, as has ist 
Lieut. C. R. Edwards, 23d Inf. All of these officers 
have displayed remarkable ability in disposing of the du- 
ties devolving upon them as attaches of this division, 
and this is best shown perhaps by the valuable publica- 
tions which have been prepared by them. Ist Lieut. J. 
R. Williams, 3d Art., also on duty as assistant to Maj. 
Babcock, will shortly be relieved and ordered to rejoin 
his regiment. Lieut. Williams has made an enviable 
reputation for himself in this line of work. The three 
officers who will be relieved will have as their successors 
Col. T. M. Vincent, A. A. G., who will have charge of 
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the division. Col. Vincent has been on duty as Adju- 
tant General at Army headquarters while Gen. Scho- 
field was in command of the Army. It is said by off- 
cers familiar with his work that he will make a good suc- 
cessor to Maj. Babcock. Capt. T. H. Bliss, Commissary 
Department, who was Aide to Gen. Schofield, and Jst 
Lieut. C. Reichmann, 9th Inf., will be the reliefs of 
Lieuts. Blunt and Edwards. Lieut. Williams’ successor 
has not yet been selected. It is said at the War Depart- 
ment that there is nothing particularly significant in the 
relief of the officers named. The work of the Military 
Information Division will be continued on the lines here- 
tofore pursued, with a view to securing the greatest pos- 
sible amount of knowledge on military subjects and its 
dissemination for the information of the service. 





China has promptly recognized the force of the “argu- 
menture baculinum” as applied to the missionary ques 
tion by England. At the demand of that country it has 
degraded the Viceroy of Szechuen, who was held re- 
sponsible for the massacre of Christians. The press dis- 
patches state that demands have been made by the Brit- 
ish and American Ministers that all examinations for 
promotion and appointment to office shall cease in that 
province for three years. This is intended as a blow at 
the office-holding class, from which source emanates all 
the alleged information circulated among the natives for 
the purpose of inciting them to the commission of out- 
rage. This information as to the source of the hostility 
against Christians in China accords with what we have 
stated from the first. The first answer of China to the 
demands of the Christian powers is to subject some poor 
devils of Chinamen to horrible tortures to obtain infor- 
mation concerning the massacres. Perhaps by the time 
a sufficient number of them are subjected to this treat- 
ment they will think better of the Christian religion. 


The advertisement of Charles Barmore, art publisher, 
will be found upon another page. Mr. Barmore pub- 
lishes what are thought to be the best etchings of Lin- 
coln, Grant, Sherman and Sheridan now before the pub- 
lic. Mr. Barmore also publishes portraits of other no- 
table Americans of excellence equal to those above men- 
tioned. Competent judges have expressed the opinion 
that copies of the portraits of Lincoln, Grant, Sherman 
and Sheridan which adorn the office of the “Army and 
Navy Journal” are of great merit. 


Experiments are being officially made with a view of 
introducing into the British Army a lighter and more 
flexible boot. The “Boot and Shoe Trades Review,” 
dealing with this matter, says: “The hand-made boot 
is a marvel of rigidity, and it is almost impossible to 
imagine anything more inflexible in the shape of foot- 
covering than the orthodox hand-sewed, steel-billed, 
tipped-heel Army boot.” 


Maj. Gen. Ruger is feeling highly flattered at the ab- 
sence of criticism of the new manual of arms which he 
prepared. He will complete the revision of the drill 
regulations proper in New York and expects to com- 
plete them by next spring. Capt. C. B. Hall, 19th Inf. 
who accompanies Gen. Ruger to New York, will continue 
to assist him in revising the drill regulations.

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JURISDICTION IN CASE OF MAJ. ARMES. 

The decision of Judge Bradley in the Armes case, 
which we publish elsewhere, is of the greatest import- 
ance and if it is sustained by the higher courts it will 
be revolutionary in character. The substance of the de- 
cision is that retired officers are not amenable to mili- 
tary discipline; that formal charges must be preferred 
prior to military arrest, and that arrest and close con- 
finement are only legal when the punishment on the 
charges would be further confinement or death. The 
War Department will carry the case to the Court of 
Appeals, and in case that tribunal should sustain Judge 
Bradley will ask the Supreme Court of the United States 
to pass upon the question. It is understood to be the 
intention of Capt. Armes to appeal should the decision 
of Judge Bradley be overruled. The matter will, there- 
fore, in any event be settled by the Supreme Court. At 
present there is no intention on the part of the Depart- 
ment to court martial Capt. Armes on the charges which 
have been preferred against him, and it is probable that 
his trial will be deferred until a decision is secured from 
the higher courts. 

No one questions that under our theory of government 
military power is and of right should be subordinate to the 
civil. But the principle also is true that the military au- 
thority has its proper sphere of action, keeping in which 
the civil authorities may not interfere with it. The arrest 
and confinement of Capt. Armes, an officer of the Army, 
for a purely military offense, by his superior officer, act- 
ing within the limits of his authority, presents a case de- 
void of a single civil feature, and one in which the mili- 
tary authorities alone properly can take jurisdiction. If 
the civil authorities interfere in such a case the danger 
is that military discipline will be impaired, by military 
authority being thus questioned, without the principle 
of the supremacy of the civil power being ultimately 
vindicated, because Armes is bound finally to be tried 
by court martial, if the military authorities so will, no 
matter what may be the result of the habeas corpus 
proceedings. 

But it is by no means certain that the Judge proceed- 
ed rightly in this case, conceding even that he had au- 
thority to interfere at all, which appears to be doubtful. 
The officer who made return to the writ showed dis- 
tinetly to the court the authority upon which the pris- 
oner was held. The court had judicial knowledge of the 
fact that Armes was an officer of the Army. This re- 
turn to the writ was not questioned by prisoner’s coun- 
By the common law this return to the writ imports 
absolute verity unless impeached, which was not done. 
Statutes have made no change in this. This is the prin- 
ciple laid down and enforced by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Proceeding under it, Armes should 
have been remanded to the custody of the military au- 
thorities until, upon the final hearing, the court was 
fully advised of its duty in the matter. 

The question is raised whether the court had 
authority in this matter at all. In the de- 
cisions of the Judge Advocate General — condens- 
ing the decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States into a rule—it is laid down for the guid- 
ance of officers that when the writ of habeas corpus is 
issued from a United States court it is to be duly hon- 
ored by a respectful return, accompanied by production 
of the body of the person held in custody. In other 
cases the respectful return is to be made, but the body 
of the prisoner is not to be produced. Such is the law 
as laid down for the guidance of officers of the Army. 

Is, then, Judge Bradley a United States Judge, and 
when he issued the writ of habeas corpus in this case 
did he speak with the voice of the United States judi- 
ciary? This is the question asked. In McAl- 
lister vy. United States, 141 U. S. Reports, p. 174, 
et seq., this precise point was passed upon by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, and the decision an- 


sel. 


nounced that, simply because a Judge was nominated by 
the President and confirmed by the Senate, this did not 
make him a United States Judge, or the court over 
which he presided a United States court, and the courts 
organized in the Territories of the United States and 
also in the District of Columbia by Congress were de- 
clared by the Supreme Court of the United States not 
to be courts of the United States, but simply legislative. 
It is argued that Judge Bradley is not a United States 
Judge, the court of which he is a member is not a 
United States court, and was no more entitled to demand 
that the body of the prisoner be brought before him 
when return was made to the writ than would one of 
the Judges in the Territory of New Mexico, or of Utah, 
or any other ‘Territory. If there be no error as 
to this conclusion, then it results that, following the 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General of the Army be- 
fore referred to, it would have sufficed in this case for 
the commanding officer having custody of Capt. Armes 
to simply make full return to the writ, setting forth in 
detail the authority by which the Captain was held in 
custody, but declining, respectfully, to produce his body 
before the court. A legislative Judge, a member of what 
the Supreme Court of the United States pronounces a 
mere legislative and not a United States court, thus duly 
apprised that he was without jurisdiction, could legally 
have proceeded no further in the case. 


In the “Army and Navy Journal” of Sept. 21, under 
the caption “Instruction for Our Army,” the writer, a 
civilian college instructor, states that “one of the chief 
causes of desertion and unhappiness in the Army has 
been due to its lack of sufficient drills and constant em- 
ployment,” and refers to the current number of the 
“Journal of the Military Service Institution” as con- 
taining “‘no less than three different opinions to the same 
effect.” The Inspector General of the Army in his re- 
port for 1892, in dealing with the question of desertion, 
says: “Some of the data presented in the above table 
bear a relation to each other which does not seem to be 
accidental. Where the greatest activity exists, as 
shown by the number of miles traveled on the march, 
there the fewest desertions occurred; there the fewest 
number of days were lost by confinement and absence 
without leave; there the least number of men were tried; 
there the fewest are married, and there again is found 
the greatest number of men who re-enlisted and who 
served in their present organization over five years, 
These facts cannot be disputed, but the cause and ef- 
fect seem open to various interpretations, and future 
statistics may give contradictory results.” But future 
statistics did not give contradictory results. In 1893 he 
remarks: “Last year a table was presented showing 
some striking coincidences in the averages per company 
organization. This year’s statistics do not con- 
tradict these facts, as shown by the following table. 

This table furthermore shows that with the les- 
sening activity during the past year there has been a 
corresponding increase in the number of desertions and 
greater restlessness, as indicated by the greater number 
of days lost, and by the smaller number of re-enlist- 
ments and of men who served in their present organiza- 
tion over five years.” The conclusion is obvious. The 
Army requires and should perform a greater amount of 
practical soldierly duties, and the remarks of the In- 
spector General seem to be the key-note to needed re- 
form and improvement. Gen. Breckinridge is an ardent 
advocate of field work on a large scale under warlike 
conditions, and his report for 1894 contains suggestions 
on maneuvers which seem to forestall the warning 
sounded by the civilian college instructor. 


Spain will make an herculean effort this winter to 
crush the Cuban rebellion. Reliable reports which have 
reached the State Department show that instead of 
having only 80,000 men in Cuba, as has been supposed, 
she has 150,000, and this number will be increased in a 
few months by 50,000 more. Of this last reinforcement 
25,000 are now on their way to Cuba and preparations 
are being made to ship the remaining 25,000 men. 
Naval officers are making complaints to the Navy De 
partment of the overbearing attitude of the Spanish 
Consular officers stationed along the Florida coast, who 
seem to think that the naval officers were sent to Flori- 
da waters simply to obey their whims. They are for- 
ever sending the Cincinnati and the revenue cutter ves- 
sels off in search of filibustering expeditions which exist 
only in their imagination. The belief is prevalent that 
Secretary Olney will request the Spanish Minister to 
instruct his Consuls to be sure of the facts before de- 
claring that filibustering expeditions are on foot. Capt. 
Johnson, in a report to the Department, says there is 
absolutely not the slightest trace of filibusters along the 
Florida coast. The only seizure he has yet reported was 
that of a small schooner in the Florida Keys. Secretary 
Olney is getting all the information he can from naval 
sources particularly concerning the Cuban situation and 
is considering the advisability of sending a special agent 
to the island to ascertain the true condition. 


In view of the memorable gathering at Lookout 
Mountain during the past summer, Bradford Torrey’s 
paper on that region in the October “Atlantic” is of un- 
usual interest. 


The powers of the Military Information Division of 
the War Department are to be increased. This is the 
result of the assignment of Col. Thomas M. Vincent, 


A. A. G., as its Chief. Instead of reporting to the Ad- 
jutant General direct, as his predecessor did, Col. Vin- 
cent will confer with Secretary Lamont upon all matters 
of great importance in relation to his division. The di- 
vision, however, will still remain a part of the Adjutant 
General's office, and Col. Vincent will be required to 
obey the regulations which now exist in regard to the 
duties and conduct of that branch. Secretary Lamont 
is expected to issue an order in this matter just as soon 
as Col. Vincent assumes his new duties. It has not yet 
been decided whether the detail of officers in this di- 
vision will be increased, but the impression ‘prevails at 
the War Department that it will remain at its present 
number—three. 


Before the Mechanical Science Section of the British 
Association at its last meeting Mr. L. F. Vernon-Har- 
court, president of the section, discoursed on the rela- 
tion of engineering to science, under the several heads 
of its relations to mathematics, physics, chemistry, ge- 
ology and meteorology. The remarkable triumphs of en- 
gineering have, he said, been due to the patient and long- 
continued researches of successive generations of mathe- 
maticians, physicists and other scientific investigators, 
and it is by the utilization of these stores of knowledge 
and experience that engineers have acquired renown. 
The president of the association itself, Capt. Sir Doug- 
las Galton, late Royal Engineers, followed a similar line 
of reasoning in showing how science is asserting its su- 
premacy in every department of war. Our new pow- 
ders are the direct outcome of chemical knowledge and 
not of random experiment. The construction of guns is 
no longer a haphazard operation, but mathematical 
science determines their just proportions and the chem- 
ist the proper ingredients of the metal of which they are 
constructed and their proportion. Electricity and pho- 
tography have been laid under contribution. The readi- 
ness with which electrical energy can be converted into 
heat or light has been taken advantage of for the firing 
of guns, which in their turn can, by the same agency, 
be laid on the object by means of range-finders placed at 
a distance and in advantageous and safe positions, while 
the electric light is utilized to illumine the sights at 
night, as well as to search out the objects of attack. 


Lieut. Col. Samuel M. Whitside, 3d Cav., has applied 
to the War Department for a Court of Inquiry. His 
letter asking for a court was received at the Depart- 
ment this week. It is short and simply contains a re- 
quest for a court, together with an explanation that it 
is desired on account of the Secretary’s action in reliev- 
ing him from the command of Jefferson Barracks, where 
he had been doing his duty in a painstaking manner, 
Secretary Lamont now has the matter under considera- 
tion. It is the general belief at the Department that the 
Secretary, as in other cases, will deny the request. It 
is said on good authority that several weeks ago when 
it became evident that Col. Purington intended to retire 
Lieut. Gen. Schofield intimated to the Secretary that he 
thought Lieut. Col. Henry would make a good com- 
manding officer for Jefferson Barracks, and the Depart- 
ment, being anxious to secure a desirable post for Col. 
Henry because of his physical condition, which is the 
result of arduous, distinguished service, assigned him to 
Jefferson Barracks. Lieut. Col. Henry was considered 
to have had more than his share of the rough expe- 
riences of Army life. No reflection upon Col. Whitside 
was intended, for he has been scrupulous in performing 
his duty, and so far as this is concerned there is no 
reason why he should have been relieved. 


The English have reconstructed the colossal “bar- 
rage,” or weir, constructed by M. Gangel Bey, Civil En- 
gineer, in 1843 across the Rosetta and Damietta 
branches of the Nile about twelve miles north of Cairo. 
It was intended to back up the water of the Low Nile 
nearly fifteen feet and divert it into a great network of 
canals, and was supposed to have been finished twenty 
years ago. In 1883 an official report of the Public 
Works Ministry in Cairo stated that the barrage was 
valueless, except to regulate the flow of water in the 
two branches of the river. 


The friends of Gen. Miles are discussing the chances 
of the enactment of a law by the next Congress reviv- 
ing the rank of Lieutenant General for his benefit. 
Aside from the fact that the Commanding General of 
the Army should have a rank superior to those under 
him, Gen. Miles’s record is of the best. It would be a 
just recognition of his gallant services were Congress to 
revive the rank of Lieutenant General for his benefit. 
It is generally understood that the matter will be 
brought to the attention of Congress and it is expected 
that favorable action will be taken by that body. 


Lieut. Arthur P. Niblack, U. 8. N., who has made a 
compilation of the State laws governing the Naval Re- 
serve, finds a great diversity among them and advises 
the Secretary of the Navy to outline a law and recom- 
mend it to the Governors of the several States for adop- 
tion. Assistant Secretary McAdoo urges an increase in 
the appropriation for the Reserve from $25,000 to $50,- 
000, This will enable him to supply guns for the prac- 
tice ships and other things essential) for instruction.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Some of the Italian war vessels carry oil in their bot- 
toms for fuel. 

It is estimated that the British fleet could in the event 
of war be brought up to 120,000 or 150,000 men. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department to 
dock the Texas, clean her strainers and reduce her cir- 
culation pumps to four inches in size. She will not be 
tried again until after the trial of the battleship Indiana. 


The U. 8S. 8. Concord and Machias were at Yankton, 
China, on Oct. 4. The Monocacy left Chemulpo, Korea, 
for Shanghai on Oct. 3. The Essex was at Lisbon, Por- 
tugal, on Oct. 4, and the Fern left Portsmouth, N. H., 
for Boston on the same date. 

It has been decided to place the battleship Indiana in 
commission on Novy. 1. Capt. Robley D. Evans, who is 
to command her, was at the Navy Department during 
the past week making arrangements as to the vessel’s 
detail of officers and men. 

The third of the belted cruisers of 7,000 tons each, 
constructed at the shipbuilding yard at Billoa for the 
Spanish Government, has successfully completed her 
contract trials. At the rate the Spaniards are destroy- 
ing their old vessels they will soon need new ones. 
Three have been lost at sea within a few months. 

Adml. Réveillére has published a letter in which he 
presents a dark picture of French naval defenses. The 
Admiral thinks that China will yet become a formidable 
power, and holds that she must be conciliated and sup- 
ported against her young rival. It is therefore essen- 
tial, he says, that France should have a strong force in 
Eastern waters for readiness on any declaration of hos- 
tilities. 

Queen Victoria has given what is considered a death 
blow to the ceremony of manning the yards to which 
the change in the rigging of ships has already given some 
hard knocks. When her majesty, passing through 
Tortsmouth Harbor the other day, saw the boys of the 
St. Vincent “dressing” the yards, as their predecessors 
300 years before had “dressed” the yards of the ships in 
the Medway for Queen Elizabeth, she ordered them to 
discontinue the performance at once. 

The new ocean steamship St. Paul, built by the 
Cramps, of Philadelphia, as a sister ship to the St. 
Louis for the International Navigation Co.’s line, on her 
trial trip off Cape Ann, Mass., Oct. 4, made an average 
8 of 20.5 knots an hour of almost 88 knots over the 
Government course, and scored another decided success 


for American shipbuilders. In every respect the trig) 
was a most satisfactory one. It was under the supe. 
vision of Comdr. R. B. Bradford, Lieut. Comdr. Seatoy 
Schroeder, Lieut. N. J. K. Patch and Lieut. R. 7 
Mulligan. 

In explanation of the delay of Presidential action jy 
the court martial case of Medical Inspr. Edward Kersh. 
ner it is stated on what appears to be good authority 
that the Chief Executive has decided to set aside th, 
court’s sentence of dismissal and substitute therefor , 
lesser sentence. It is said that the President before 
acting is desirous of conferring with Secretary Herbert 
as to the form of punishment. President Cleveland j, 
expected to return early next week from Gray Gables 
and the Secretary will probably talk over this matter 
with him on Monday next. 

A new Chinese torpedo cruiser, the Feiying, which has 
been built and engined by the Vulcan Co., of Stettin, 
and which is of 850 tons displacement, has lately under. 
gone a four hours’ full speed trial, on which occasion 
the vessel attained a speed of twenty-two knots an hour, 
with her engines developing 4,500 indicated horse-power. 
Steam for the engines is obtained from eight Yarrow 
water-tube boilers, having straight tubes, which on the 
trial easily maintained steam for the above-mentioned 
engine power, with an air pressure in the stokeholds 
equal to three-quarters of an inch of water. 

The Executive Committee of the Norwegian Navy has 
come to the conclusion that of the new ships of war 
granted by the Storthing the two ironclads, at any rate, 
must be built abroad, because the home dock yards can- 
not construct the vessels with suflicient speed, nor cap 
they give the necessary guarantees for the excellence of 
their work, as they have had but little experience in 
building such ships. Invitations for tenders will shortly 
be issued. Here is an opening for our shipbuilders. 1p 
Sweden also there is an agitation for an increase of 
the Navy by eleven armorclads, thirty-five torpedo boats 
and six dispatch boats or torpedo catchers. 

The trial trip of the battleship Indiana will be note. 
worthy from the fact that this is the first time a ship 
has ever been tried which is complete in all respects, 
In the past it has been customary to try vessels minus 
their batteries and some of their fixings, the absence of 
weight being made up for by an additional coal supply, 
The Cramps made application last spring to Secretary 
Herbert to try the vessel without her turrets and bat- 
tery, promising to put a sufficient weight on board to 
make up for this deficiency. The Secretary, upon the 
recommendation of a board of naval officers, denied the 
application and informed the builders that the ship must 
have her battery and turrets placed in position. This 
has been done and the Indiana will be the first ship of 
the new Navy to be tried as a completed vessel. 

The Bureau of Steam Engineering will send Chief 
Engr. James Perry and either P. A. Engr. B. C. Bryant 
or Gustav Kammerling to witness a trial of the Bab- 
cock & Wilcox boilers on the lake steamer Zenith City, 
It is the desire of the Department that some of the 
smaller ships should be supplied with coil boilers and if 
good results follow their adoption to use them in the 
larger ships. At least one of the new composite gun- 
boats, bids for the construction of which were opened 
some days ago, will be supplied with coil boilers. Mngr.- 
in-Chief Melville requested the bidders on these boats 
to inform the Department what extra cost would be in- 
volved in supplying one of the boats with the Babcock 
& Wilcox boilers, that being the type now preferred by 
the Department. The board which tried the Belleville 
boilers on the North West recommended against their 
adoption and the Bureau cannot consider them at the 
present time in connection with the new gunboats. 

The mud of Hampton Roads has so clogged the strain- 
ers of the battleship Texas that it will be necessary to 
clean them before she can go to sea. This will delay 
her trial until that of the Indiana. The contractors for 
the machinery of the Texas are also anxious that her 
bottom should be scraped and cleaned. Under the con- 
tract the machinery of this vessel must give 8,600 horse 
power. No doubt whatever is felt that it will be able 
to make this amount, and it is expected that she will 
give several hundred horse power over, thus earning a 
respectable premium for its contractors, the Richmond 
Locomotive Iron Works. Commo. Selfridge and the re- 
mainder of the Inspection Board, who have been on the 
Texas for some days past, have already received orders 
to go to Philadelphia to ascertain if the Indiana is com- 
pleted according to the terms of the contract and to as- 
certain whether or not she is ready for trial. As soon 
as the board’s report is received it will be ordered to 
conduct the trial of the first battleship. In anticipation 
of a favorable report orders to the board have been pre- 
pared at the Navy Department directing it to conduct 
the speed test. The Katahdin’s trial will not take 
place before Nov. 1, as her propellers are bent and new 
ones are being made. 

The Navy Department will soon complete a revision of 
the regulations relating to the employment of labor at 
navy yards. This work is being done by Mr. Peters, the 
appointment clerk of the Department, and Lieut. J. J. 
Knapp, who has for some time past been engaged in 
fooking into the question of labor employment. As a 
result of this revision a large number of changes will be 
made in the paragraphs. The most important change 
which has been decided upon has as its object the reten- 
tion of the most eflicient men. Complaints have been 
received at the Department in the past that under the 
system in operation when the work at the yards became 
slack it was necessary to discharge all the men, and as 
the best men were retained always until the work was 
completed they were compelled to register last on the 
books, the result being that when work was resumed at 
the yards, the register being followed, the authorities 
were compelled to employ the least efficient men. Sec- 
retary Herbert considered these complaints and recently 
directed Rear Adml. Brown, commandant of the Nor- 
folk yard, and Commo. Sicard, commandant of the New 
York yard, to make suggestions for remedying this con- 
dition. Their replies have been received at the Depart- 
ment and as a result of their consideration and other 
suggestions which have been made a plan has been 
adopted which, it is believed, will give good results and 
general satisfaction. This is that no employe shall be 
allowed to register unless he has been marked “‘excel- 
lent” by the head of the department in which he was 
employed. In case the work at the yard should necessi- 
tate the employment of a larger force than is carried on 
the register other workmen can be taken from the list 
of those marked “good” and who may apply for posi- 
tions. The revision of the regulations will * completed 
by the time Secretary Herbert returns and he is expected 
to approve it at once so that it can go immediately into 
effect. 

A strong effort is now being made to have Secretary 
Herbert recommend to Congress that the Hydrographic 
office be made a bureau and given control of the coast 
survey. In his last annual report Secretary 
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strongly u that the survey be placed under the con- 
trol of the Navy Department, and when the superinten- 
jency of the survey was vacant the President was re- 





quested to detail a naval officer to the position so as to 
pring about this condition without resort to Congress. 
Neither the President nor Congress, however, would act 
in the matter. It is pointed out by the officials of the 
Department that the work of the survey is nearly com- 
pleted, and whatever topographic work remains undone 
would be completed promptly just as soon as the Navy 
had control of it, as that service is deeply interested in 
having complete charts of our coasts. It is urged that 
in the future most of the work of the survey will be hy- 
jrographic in character and therefore in the line of the 
duty now being performed by naval officers. The Sec- 
retary said in his last annual report that a transfer of all 
this work to the Department would unify, cheapen and 
expedite the making and correcting of charts, which 
must always remain essential to navigation. — One of the 
principal duties of the Hydrographic Office is in regard 
to the location of derelicts and their destruction by men- 
of-war detailed for the purpose, and this work will be 
greatly increased in case the United States and Eng- 
jand, 28 now seems probable, should enter into an agree- 
ment to keep the North Atlantic ocean free from float- 
ing hulks. Should the coast survey be placed under the 
ontrol of the Department the result would be to make 
the work too voluminous for a branch office to handle, 
and some of the officials of the Department therefore 
think it would be advisable to make the office into a bu- 
reau. 

Chief Engr. L. J. Allen and Asst. Surg. C. P. Bagg, 
on duty at the New York navy yard, have been ordered 
to duty with the Indiana on her trial trip. Commo. M. 
Sicard, commandant of the yard, who has been on a 
brief leave, will rejoin on Oct. 12. The Lancaster is 
expected to leave for the South Atlantic station on Oct: 
17 with a relief crew for the Newark. The battleship 
Maine is being made ready as speedily as possible, and 
by Oct. 22 it is thought she will be ready for her trial 
trip, after which she will likely join the squadron under 
Admi. Bunce. The Alliance was still at the yard on 
(ct. 11, and it was thought she would remain there un- 
til the latter part of October or first of November. The 
Atlanta, which is now out of commission and disman- 
tled, has been dry docked and her hull scraped and 
painted. After she leaves the dock the Maine will take 
her place to have her hull cleaned and painted before 
she goes on her trial trip. 


As the result of an examination of the Port Royal 
dock by Commo. Matthews, Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and ks, he recommends that it be accepted, 
the contractor having completed his contract by remedy- 
ing the defects caused by bad workmanship. The dam- 
ages caused by the Amphitrite will be remedied at an 
expense of $11,000 to the Department, which, having 
approved the plans, is responsible for their deficiencies. 
It will be remembered that a naval board reported 
against these plans and was overruled by Secretary 
Tracy. The work of repairing this injury has been com- 
menced and it will be completed in a few weeks. Sec- 
retary Herbert does not share in the distrust of the 
dock, and will, it is understood, test it with the Indiana 
as soon as she has had her trial. Commo. Matthews is 
also convinced after examining the dock that it is ca- 
pable of accommodating ships of such heavy displace- 
ment as the Indiana. e says there is plenty of water 
over the bar over which vessels have to pass to reach 
Port Royal from the ocean, there being, he was assured 
by pilots, something like twenty-six feet of water. The 
Coast and Geodetic Survey will be asked to make a re- 
survey of the bar this winter, and it is believed by the 
officials that their old charts will be found to give a less 
depth of water than now exists. Seven Port Royal 
pilots unite in a letter to the New York “Tribune,” in 
which they say: “We are in the habit of handling 
ships from Port Royal to the sea drawing twenty-six 
feet of water, and consider that from dock to sea we 
can safely count upon a mean depth of twenty-eight 
feet, which is a sufficient refutation of the slander that 
a bar exists or has existed between the naval dry dock 
just completed and the outlet to the ocean. The Amphi- 
trite, which was reported as having taken ground upon 
the occasion of her late entrance into the harbor, did so 
on account of her having no local pilot on board. From 
our personal observation at the time of her entrance we 
noticed that she was at least 400 yards to the north- 
ward and eastward of the channel. About five hours 
before she took ground the steamship Louisianian, draw- 
ing twenty-five feet of water, was taken out to sea with- 
out difficulty by one of our pilots, and the least water 
reported by the chief officer making soundings that day 
was twenty-eight feet.” 








The Cincinnati ““Commercial-Gazette” reports an ex- 
cellent after-dinner speech by Col. Cochran, U. 8. A., on 
the theme of the regular Army, at the meeting of the 
Army of the Tennessee.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Adml. Sir James Robert Drummond, a distinguished 
officer of the British Navy, on the retired list, died Oct. 
7, aged eighty-three. 

Mrs. Anna May Motter, who died Oct. 2 at Winches- 
ter, Va., was the widow of Hon. William Motter and 
sister of Gen. George Bell, U. 8S. A. 

Mrs. Victoria V. Gerding, who died Oct. 1 at Suuid 
Cruz, Cal., was a daughter of the late Chaplain William 
Vaux, U. S. A., and a sister of the wife of Maj. E. P. 
Ewers, 9th Inf. 

William Mahone, ex-Confederate General Officer, ex- 
United States Senator, and a remarkable man in many 
ways, with a unique personality, died Oct. 8 at Wash- 
ington, D. C. He was born in Virginia Dec. 1, 1826. 

Mr. John R. Lydecker, who died Oct. 3 at Bogota, N. 
J., was the father of Lieut. Col. Garrett J. Lydecker, 
C. E., U. S. A. He was very prominent in political cir- 
cles in New York some years ago and was a Deputy 
Collector under Gen. Arthur, of whom he was a great 
friend. 

Col. Stuart M. Taylor, who died at Paris, France, Oct. 
6, 1895, served with great efficiency during the war as 
an Assistant Adjutant General of Volunteers, receiving 
the brevets of Major and Lieutenant Colonel. After 
the war he occupied several important political posi- 
tions and was naval officer at the port of San Francisco 
in 1885. He was a brother of Mrs. Pierre Lorillard. 

Mrs. Martindale, who died at the Chelsea, New York, 
Oct. 6, aged seventy-six, was the widow of Gen. John 
Henry Martindale, who was graduated from the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1835, resigned in 1836, served during 
the War of the Rebellion as Brigadier General of Vol- 
unteers, resigned Sept. 13, 1864, and died Dec. 13, 1881. 
The remains of the deceased lady were taken to Ba- 
tavia, N. Y., for interment. 

John Mary Baldwin, who died in New York City on 
Sept. 26, was born in Louisiana and was graduated 
South. He resigned March 30, 1884, and engaged in the 
from the Military Academy in 1875, promoted 2d Lieu- 
tenant 5th Art., and Ist Lieutenant in 1882. He served 
for some time on the staff of Gen. Henry J. Hunt while 
the latter was in command of the Department of the 
practice of law at New Orleans. 

Maj. Francis EB. Berier, who died at Fort Hamilton, 
N. Y. H., served during the war as a Commissary of 
Subsistence of Volunteers and rendered efficient service 
in that capacity. He was stationed for some years in 
New York and had many friends in the Army in that 
vicinity. At the close of the war he was tendered a 
commission in the regular Army, but declined. He has 
resided for many years at Fort Hamilton, where he was 
a most esteemed resident. 

Judge Robert Crozier, who died at his home in Leay- 
enworth Oct. 2, was the father of Capt. William Cro- 
zier, Ordnance Department U. S. A. He was for six- 
teen years Judge of the District Court of Leavenworth 
County, and in 1868 was appointed U. 8S. Senator by 
the Governor. The Leavenworth Bar Association at a 
special meeting adopted suitable resolutions touching 
the distinguished career of the deceased jurist. Capt. 
Crozier and his sister, Mr. Reyburn, were present at 
the funeral. 

The funeral of Gen. Poe, which took place in Detroit 
Saturday afternoon, Oct. 5, gave occasion for a display 
of the high esteem in which he was held in that com- 
munity. It was a military funeral. The escort was 
composed of four companies of the 19th Inf. from Fort 
Wayne, Col. Snyder commanding, and four companies of 
the 4th Inf., Michigan National Guard, Col. Latimer. 
Eight sergeants from Fort Wayne carried the coffin. 
Members of the Loyal Legion, of Fairbanks Post, G. A. 
R., of the Naval Reserve, twenty-five men of Poe’s old 
regiment, the 2d Michigan, with their tattered battle 
flag, and numerous well-known citizens followed the 
hearse. Nearly every vessel passing through the port 
on Saturday carried its colors at half-mast and the locks 
at the “Soo” that Gen. Poe had built were closed while 
his body was being lowered into its last resting place. 
Just at the gates of the cemetery the 19th Regt. Band 
struck up the song “Marching Through Georgia,” but m 
a minor key. Among those attending the funeral was 
Father Thomas Ewing Sherman, the son of Gen. Sher- 
man. 

Tributes to the character of Gen. Poe come to us from 
every direction, and where he was best known he was 
held in the highest esteem. In a long and appreciative 
article the Detroit “Free Press” says: “Though the 
General loved work and was never so happy as when 
deep in the mysteries of a mathematical problem, it 
was not work that hastened his end. It was his hard 
labor, in fact, that, engaging his thoughts for the time 
being, served as an antidote to the sorrow that was 
gnawing at his heart—sorrow over the loss of three 
youthful members of as happy a family as ever graced 
a Detroit fireside. Mrs. Poe is confined to her bed, ut- 
terly prostrated, with but one member of the family left 
to comfort her, her daughter Elizabeth, a young lady.” In 
view of Gen. Poe’s retirement in March next, had he 
lived, the Lake Carriers’ Association were preparing a 
petition to Congress asking that he be continued in his 
position as engineer in charge of the deep channel im- 
provement, with all the emoluments appertaining there- 
to, until the completion of that vast project—sometime 
in 1897. Speaking of Gen. Poe, Capt. J. S. Dunham, a 
well-known lake mariner, says: “It is seldom that an 
Army officer sent to look after public improvements on 
the lakes succeeds in commanding such universal re- 
spect as was given to Gen. Poe. In all his work he had 
the most cordial co-operation of the vessel interests, and 
his mandates have been obeyed implicitly. 1 do not re- 
member ever seeing a single rule put in force by Gen. 
Poe governing the navigation of canals and narrow 
channels which was disputed. At the meetings of the 
lake carriers he was always a welcome guest and was 
accorded the highest evidences of respect. Secretary 
Lamont will find it difficult to replace him.” 


Lieut. Col. Corbin, who comes to New York with Gen. 
Ruger, has been in Washington much of the time since 
he first went there with President Hayes in March, 
1877, after long and gallant service with his regiment 
on the then remote frontiers of Arizona, New Mexico 
and Texas. He served in Washington during President 
Hayes’ administration, enjoying the most confidential 
relations with the President. In the inauguration of 
the Thomas statue, in the inauguration ceremonies of 
Presidents Harrison and Cleveland, and at the York- 
town celebration he bore an important part and showed 
great skill in handling large bodies of troops. After a 
period of service at the Headquarters Department of 
the South, with Gen. Miles in the Sioux campaign of 
1890-91, and with Gen. McCook in the Department of 
Arizona, he returned to duty in Washington. It has 
been said of Col. Corbin that he has a larger acquaint- 


ance with men and affairs than any other man in pub- 
lic life. He is still a comparatively young man, being 
but fifty-two years of age, and under the rule of se- 
niority will become —- General of the Army on 
the retirement of Gen. Breck in February, 1898. 





There is one company of infantry in the Army which 
probably does not care for further experience with 
emergency rations, for the present at least. This is Co. 
H, of the 7th Inf., which completed last month a four 
days’ march commenced with an emergency ration 
ommended by the board convened in the Desartnent o 
Colorado to consider this question. Reports bave just 
reached Brig. Gen. Morgan, Comy. Gen. Sub., from 
Capt. G. S. Young, who commands the company, and 
Capt. L. A. La Garde, the medical officer, who accom- 
panied the command. The most striking feature of Capt. 
Young’s report is his conclusion, in which he compli- 
ments the officers and men under him for the courage 
they displayed under the heavy assaults made upon 
them by the deadly emergency ration. Capt. La Garde 
writes an extremely interesting report. e says it is 
not often that a physician has to take the medicine he 
prescribes for his patient. The command took nothing 
along but the emergency ration and he was compelled to 
eat it. His statement in this respect will probably be 
more forcible when it is known that he and Capt. Young 
were members of the board which recommended the 
adoption for the Army of the ration tested. According 
to the reports, the command left Fort Logan with noth- 
ing in the commissary but the emergency ration. The 
first meal was eaten at noon and within four or five 
hours one officer and thirty-nine men out of a total of 
four officers and fifty-five men were placed hors du com- 
bat by reason of stomach complaints. Capt. La Garde 
attended to his patients and by the next morning the 
officer and thirty-seven men were in condition to resume 
the march. The other two men were returned to Fort 
logan. In the meantime Capt. Young had telegraphed 
to Fort Logan for hard tack and the company subsisted 
on this article during the remainder of the march. In 
the opinion of Capt. Young the bread had much to do 
with the sickness. It was his belief that the men had 
failed to pany masticate it and it had fermented in 
their stomachs, causing the illness to which they were 
subject. The bean meal used for bean soup had been 
purchased from a merchant and was believed to be stale. 
This was also thought to be a cause of the illness in 
the command. The recommendations of the board con- 
vened in the Department of the Missouri has reached 
the War Department. This completes the list of re- 
ports. Maj. C. A. Woodruff, Assistant to the Commis- 
sary General, is now engaged in briefing the reports 
preparatory to submitting them to Gen. Morgan. When 
that official has considered them it is expected that he 
will recommend to Secretary Lamont to appoint a board 
to consider the reports for the purpose of deciding upon 
an emergency ration for service use. 


The “Illustrated American,” in an illustrated article 
on “Polo and the Army,” says: “An Army officer who 
happened to be at Newport during the recent polo games 
was so forcibly struck by the advantages of the sport 
as a diversion and exercise for his colleagues that he 
expressed his intention to take immediate steps to se- 
cure its introduction among officers and men of the reg- 
ular Army. It is really quite surprising that polo was 
not taken up long ago by the men in the service, and it 
is remarkable how little good, healthy sport there is 
among Army officers, of whom a correspondent on this 
subject ventures the ill-advised observation that ‘they 
are mostly brass-buttoned mashers, who spend all their 
leisure running after petticoats.’ Some of the best 
riders in the world graduate from West Point, and no 
end of excellent polo material is sent every year from 
the academy up the Hudson to lonely stations in the 
West, where officers and men are at their wits’ end for 
diversion.”

NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Capt. P. H. Cooper, superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy, has submitted his annual report to the Secretary of 
the Navy, which shows that during the past year twenty- 
six cadets failed to pass the examinations and were per- 
mitted to resign, no vacancies being caused by death or dis- 
missal. The superintendent recommends that the age limit 
should be between 15 and 17 years; that the consent of the 
academic board for re-examination should be required; also 
that the selections for the various corps in the Navy be made 
at the conclusion of the four years’ course at the academy, and 
that the surplus prpcentes may be then discharged, doing 
away with the additional course of two years afloat. Ap- 
pointments should be made one year in advance of admis- 
sion. Admissions should be only in the month of May and 
the cadet engineers after a complete cruise of three years, 
with the rank of ensign, should be sent back to the academy 
for a one year's post-graduate course, and be then subjected 
to a compennee examination to define their relative posi- 
tion on the naval lists. The superintendent says that the 
appliances for the practical training of cadets are insuffi- 
cient, and as seamanship cannot be taught alone by pre- 
cept, he asks for two new practice ships of 900 tons, com- 
posite bark-rigged sailing vessels without steam. The Secre- 
tary will make a recommendation to this effect in his an- 
nual report to Congress. New boats of modern type are 
also badly needed, he says, and, to encourage a disposition 
toward nautical sports, instead of the athletic fiel games 
which have been the resort in late years, it is recommended 
that the cadets be provided with various types of sailing 
boats, racing shells and handy light steamers. A perma- 
nent plant of modern guns from six-inch caliber down is 
also regarded as necessary for a proper training, and in 
conclusion a strong — is put forth for the rehabilitation 
of the academic buildings, now antiquated and unfit for 
their purposes. The report of Comdr. Brownson, upon the 
practice cruise with the cadets on the Monongahela last 
summer, shows that the cadets evinced great interest in 
their work and that the cruise can hardly fail to be a bene- 
fit to them in the future. He condemns the old Mononga- 
hela as utterly unfit for a practice ship.

SOCIETY OF THE WAR OF 1812. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In a list of “Secretaries and Adjutants’” of the “Military 
Society of the War of 1812 (Veteran Corps of Artillery)" 
on page 95 of its “Annals, Regulations and Roster” for 1895 


the last three names are as follows: Henry Morris, Apple- 
ton Morgan, Henry Chauncey, Jr. This is an error wh AS I 
will ask you to correct. It wan to have arisen from the 
fact that in January, 1872, was instrumental in tucor- 
porating a Society of the War of 1812 in this State, of 
which society I was the first secretary. As a surviving 
veteran of the war of 1812 Mr. Henry Morris was made an 
incorporator by courtesy of the society. He was then living 
at Porchester, at the age of ninety-two years and elght 
months. He was usually dressed and placed in the rlor 
on sunny days, and was really a very brisk old gentlemen 
for his age. But he was never secretary of the society, for 
quite obvious reasons. I appointed Mr. Chauncey my as- 
sistant secretary, and on my resigning he became my suc- 
cessor. But neither Mr. Morris, Mr. poecneny nor myself 
was ever “Adjutant” of that society. I never held the title 
of “Adjutant” in anything In my life.

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TRIAL OF THE INDIANA. 


The Navy Department has perfected all the preliminary 
arrangements for the official inspection and speed trial of 
the battleship Indiana, which will take place on Oct. 15. 
In addition to the designation of the members of the in- 
spection and engineer boards, which are to conduct the 
speed trial, the Department issued voluminous instructions 
for their guidance. The regular inspection board, consist- 
ing of Commo. T. O. Selfridge, Chief Engr. Allen, Capt. 
Picking, Comdr. Royal B. Bradford, Naval Constr. Varney, 
Lieut. Comdr. Swinburne, Lieut. Comdr. Shroeder, was or- 
dered to take part in the trial, and it will be assisted by 
Lieuts. Staunton and Comley and Naval Constr. Tawresey. 
The Engineer officers who will conduct the machinery trial 
are Chief Engrs. Milligan and Bailey, P. A. Engrs. F. C. 
Bieg, W. H. Chambers, W. B. Day, Harry Hall, K. McAl- 
pine, W. McAllister, C. E. Rommell and W. P. Winchell 
and Asst. Engrs. W. C. Herbert, A. S. Halstead and C. H. 
Hayes. 

The instructions to the inspection board direct it, with 
the exception of Chief Engr. Allen and Lieut. Comdr. Shroe- 
der, to assemble at Boston an Oct. 14 and to make prepara- 
tions for the trial of the battleship which is to take place 
about noon of the following day. Chief Engr. Allen and 
Lieut. Comdr. Shroeder are detailed to board the ship at 
Philadelphia on Oct. 12 and to accompany her to Boston, 
where they will meet the other members of the Inspection 
board. The official Instructions to the board direct it to re- 
port whether the vessel is sufficiently strong to carry her 
armor and armament, equipment, coal stores and machinery; 
whether the bull, fittings and equipments and the machin- 
ery are strong and well built, and whether the vessel is in 
all respects complete and ready for delivery. 

The vessel will be run over a measured course in the 
vicinity of Cape Ann, beginning at the intersection of the 
range line between Londoner Beacon and Straitsmouth Isl- 
and Lighthouse, with the range line between the Eastern 
Point Lighthouse and Norman’s Woe Beacon, and proceed- 
ing thence in a uniform line with reference to the astro- 
nomical or true meridian north ten degrees, 15 seconds east 
for a distance of thirty-one nautical miles to a point on the 
range line between Boon Island Lighthouse and the beacon 
erected from the Coast Survey triangulation station in Cape 
Neddick. The vessel will be run over the measured course 
designated twice, or in case the contractors should be dis- 
satisfied with the results obtained by the vessel upon such 
runs over the course, they may make a second series of 
runs over the course. The commencement of the four 
hours’ continuous run will be so timed that the effect of the 
tide on the speed of the vessel may be as nearly practically 
equal for the run in each direction.
